Intelsat License LLC seeks modification of the license for Intelsat 11 to: (1) extend the license term of the satellite to March 15, 2025, and (2)
specify operations with a new coverage area.  Intelsat 11 operates in inclined orbit at the 43.0º W.L. orbital location, and is capable of operating
using the following frequencies: 5925-6425 MHz and 12750-13250 MHz (Earth-to-space); and 3700-4200 MHz and 10700-11450 MHz
(space-to-Earth).
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
